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We time, Tour of our citizens, on Thurs- 
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ritation ‘wnhappily subsisting between the} 
French and Spanish Governments; and to 
avert, if possibley the calamity of war be- 
tween France and Spain. 

These declarations, however, do not in- 
dicate the real opinion of the British Go- 
vernment as to the probable result of the 
present hostile appearances; nor the part 
she will act, in case her mediatorial efforts 
should prove abortive. After all, in refer- 
ence to this last point, the royal Speech is 
rendered more important by its omissions, 
than by any thing appearing on the face of 
it, inasmuch as it is without the expression 
of a confident hope, that whatever may be 
the course of events on the continent, the 
B.itish Nation will be Continued in the en- 
joyment of peace, 

This has been of late years an ingredient 
in addressing from the throne and the 
omission of it on the present occasion, ar- 
gues some doubt at least, upon the sub 
ject, if not a probability that the enjoyment 
of this blessing will be hazarded by the ne- 
cessity of throwing the weight of her influ- 
ence and her arms on the side of Spain. 
This result is, moreover, rendered more 
probable, by the decided testimony which 
is understood to have been borne by the 
first messenger of the Crown, to the sig- 
nal *“moderatton and innocence,’ with 
which the Spanish Revolution has been 
thus far conducted—by the tone of the de- 
bates to which the Speech gave occasion; 
and by the singular unanimity of feeling 
and opinion which seem to actuate, in rela- 
tion to this subject, the British Parliament 
and people. 

The Address of the French Chamber of 
Peers, to the King, breathes the same bel- 
ligerent spirit as the Speech to whicn it is 
in answer; and ts characterized by the 
same infatuated and mad determination 
to prunge the nation into an unhoy war. 
It would seem that the Government is act- 
ing in opposition to the wishes and inter- 
ests of the people—whose dissatisfaction 
been loudly and unequivocal.y ex- 
piessed. 

The latest intelligence from Europe is 
contained in London papers of the 5th of 
March, and Liverpool of the 7th. It is 
not as desirous as wus anticipated. Nego 
‘tions were still pending under the media- 
tion of England, but, judging from the 

cightened and desperate revoluulion mani- 
fested on both sides, with litthe hope of 
success. The dreadful note of prepara- 
tion every where resounded, and every 
thing indicated the approach of the crisis. 

One circumstance had occurred rathet 
inauspicious to the cause of Spain. Ferdi- 
nana had refused |is sanction to a decree 
of tne Cortes, providing for the removal of 
the Court, in the event of the approach of 
the enemy rendering it necessary—-and 
had, by so doing, given too much ground 
for the suspicion that he was under the 
influence of the French. 

In order to give the most correct view 
of the state of the negotiations up to the 
atest dates, we subjoin the following re- 
marks from Bell’s Weekly Messenger; an

**8ince our paper of last week, government 
have received dispatches of the greatest impor- 
tance both from France and Spain—the substance 
of which, as far as we have been enabled to col- 
lect, we shall proceed to communicate. It is our 
earnest wish that our readers at least may not be 
misled inte the most dangerous of speculations ; 
and therefore without further pretace, we shall 
proceed to state, what we believe to be the pre- 
sent exact situation of this important question. 

‘* The dispatches from Spain appear to be in 
substance, that the Spanish Government, under 
the friendly mediatidn of England, have no objec- 


| tion to entertain the proposal of the English Mn- 


that the Spanish Constitution of 1812 shall 
be carefully reviewed and considered by the King 
and Cortes; and that an examination shall be in- 
atituted by that body, whether it will admit of 
such an additional Chamber, as would tranquil- 
lize the alleged apprehensions of the Continental 
Monar Birt, it is added, that as the accept- 
ance of this preposal would be, in fact, an import- 
ant concession to the French Government, the 
Spanish Government would require, as a prelimi- 
nary, that the French King should withdraw hus 
army from the Spanish frontier, It is not consist- 
ent with the dignity and independence of the 


chs. 


England upon any other ground. It would ba. 
the air of submission to the Government and Ar- 
mies of France. 

The above, we believe, will be foundto be the 
correct substance of the dispatches arrived with- 
inthe week from Spain. The dispatches from 
France are a mere repetition of the above ;—an 
announcement to the English government, that 
the French Government cannot accede to such a 
proposal,—that it would be tantamount to an im- 
mecliate abandonment of its own just pretensions, 
and would surrender the cause of the Spanish 
Loyalists, and the fair advantage of France in 
having such an auxiliary, to the ruling faction in 
Spain.—That the condition of France moreover, 
will not admit of the assent of her Government to 
such an extravagant proposal. 

** Such, therefore, is the state, at the time we 
are writing, of this important question, —Spain 
requiring the withdrawing the armies as a preli- 
minary step to all review upon her part of the 
Constitution of 1812, with the purpose of deter- 
mining whether her Cortes can consent to the in- 
stitution of a chamber of Nobility ; whilst France 
decidedly rejects this propgsal to withdraw her 
forces. Upon the part of Great Britain, the me- 
diation still continues, and the chance of preserv- 
ing peace is therefore now reduced to this ques- 
tion, Whether the Britis Ministers can find any 
middle point to which both parties may accede? 
France, as we understand, is willing to suspend 
the march of her troops from Bayonne that she may 
afford time to Spain for this reconsideration ; but 
France will not consent éither to withdraw her 
army, or to stop its further re-inforeement and 
more full equipment. 

_**In the mean time both England and Ame- 
rica are on the alert, (we mean a certain de- 
scription of merchants and traders in both) to 
be ready for the commencement of hostilities 
and to take letters of marque from the Span- 
ish Government. In Liverpool, London, and 
other ports, it is notorious, that forty, fifty, or an 
hundred ships are hourly waiting for this event 
and that the seas will be coven with privateers 
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Spanish Government to entertain this proposal of
